Assistant Labor 
Commissioner Alleman, just arrived from 
Briceville says: "Lastevening there wasan 
ominous gathering of men soon after dark. 
They numbered, perhaps, 1,500. After con- 
sultation among the, leaders the column 
marched to tbe Teneeaiee company's stock- 
ade, and demanded the surrender of the 
guards. 


Tbe demand was complied with, most 


of the guards, who bad been apprised 
the attack, beating a hasty retreat. 
The 


convicts, to the number of 163, were re- 
leased and taken In charge by the besieg 
ere. The march was then resumed and the 
stockade at Coal Creek, known as the 
Cnunbless switch, fell before the attacking 
party. It was not burned, but all toe con- 
victs were made free men." 


''*-. 
XO CASUALTIES REPORTED. 


A There were many shots fired during the 
Attack on the stockades, but no casualties 


' ' 
have been reported. It is said the guards 
did no firing, and in all probability, Gnu ing 
no resistance, the miners fired in the air 
with a view of intimidating the guards and 
convicts. 


In all there were 330 convicte release! In 


some way not yet known the miners hac 
been supplied with a large lot of citizens 
clothing. Each convict was directed to doff 
his stripes and don a suit of new apparei. 
When the transformation had been com- 
pleted the prison birds were told to get out 
of the valley as quickly as they could, and 
they lost no time in doing so. 


Another gentleman just in from the Coal 


Creek Valley says: 


"THE FIRST ATTACK 


was made at 9 o'clock on tbe stockade of 
the Tennessee Mining company at Briceville. 
The stockade was surrounded by at least 
3,000 miners armed with Winchesters. The 
guards were overawed by the superior num- 
bers and offered no resistance. 
One hun- 


dred and forty-one convicts were attired in 
citizens' suits and released. The miners 
then made an attack on tbe stockades of the 
Kuoiville Iron company at Coal Creek, 
where they overpowered tbe guards. Con- 
victs t* the number of 330 were furnished 
^iVzens' suits and released. Tbe stockades 
JsCoal Creek were also burned. It has 


been ascertained tbat a large number ol 
citizens' suits were purchased several days 
ago." 


A GVAKD S STOBY. 


Some of the guards who capitulated to 


the aimed miners have just arrived minus 
their gens. One of them said this after- 
noon: 


"The stockade at Briceville was burned, 


as reported last night That at Coal Creek 
belonging to the Knoxville Iron company 
was not burned, but the convicts employed 
in it were released, and all a« at large 
The arms of the guards were nearly all cap- 
tared. No resistence was made, and con- 
sequently there was no bloodshed. 


The secretary of the Tennessee Coal com 


pany sent a telegram this morning from 
this point to Gov. Buchanan apprising him 
of the outbreak and asking for assistance.

HE GOBS TO LAW. 


We learn that Senator Quay baa brought 


salt against The Post of Pittsburg for (100, - 
000 for libel. This suit is the outgrowth of 
the publication by The Post of facsimiles 
of and comments upon a certificate of de- 
posit for 88,88; issued by the Keystone 
bant, of Philadelphia. Nov. 31,1889, to 
John Bardsley and by him made payable to 
M. S. Quay. The Post remarked editorially 
tbat the disclosure that Quay was in the 
Bardsley steal would surprise no one. It 
also intimated that Quay bad gotten the 
lion's shaie of the $30,000 divide on the 
mercantile appraisers' job iu Philadelphia 
in 1889. 


Now that Quay has taken this means to 


break his long silence there is a question 
about how far he will go. The policy of 
silent scorn has been cast aside. From 
this time on Quay will hold detractors to ac- 
count in the conrta. 


Will he bring suit against the Mew York 


papers tbat roasted him a year ago for the 
liberties he took with the treasury of Phila- 
delphia. The policy of silent and lofty 
scorn is no longer to prevail with Mr. Quay. 
How then is he going to avoid bringing 
suit against the New York papers? They 
stand ready to rieterate their serious 
charges any day. They also carry a libel 
suit chip on their shoulders, and they dally 
dare Mr. Quay to knock it off. 


If it is Quay's aim to vindicate himself 


before the people by prosecuting a suit 
against The Pittsburg Post, it is hard to see 
how the vindication can amount to any thing 
unless the prosecution is extended to some 
larger journals.

These papers are better able to see that 
their side of the case gets none the worst of 
the deal. And as they really seem anxious 
to be sued it is a pity that Mr. Quay should 
shove his attentions npen a little Pittsburg 
paper that has expressed no strange longings 
in the matter. 


Is a suit against The Pittsburg Post an 


announcement from Quay that the New 
York papers knew what they were talking 
about? 


SOME of Asa Matthews' friends object to 


having his name In any way coupled with 
that of John R. Tanner. Somebody re- 
marked In Washington a few days ago tha 
Tanner would support Matthews agalns 
Filer for the republican nomination. Some 
of the local admirers of Matthews think 
that such talk Is slanderous; they say it Is 
done to injure Matthews' chances In the 
convention. 


It will be noticed that Matthews does 


none of this kicking. He Is probably aware 
that Tanner's support is worth a good many 
votes in a convention of Illinois republicans. 
He Is one of the two or three men who man- 
ipulated the republican state convention in 
18S8. There is no indication that he has 
lost any of bis cunning. If Matthews goes 
Into the convention he will want votes. 
Where and who is the man who can deliver 
more of them than Tanner? 


Have hostilities gone so far that the 


Matthews followers had rather see their 
man lose the nomination than be indebted 
to Tanner for a single vote In getting ft? 
If this is the case, how can a republican 
have any hope of carrying the election tbat 
follows the convention? Practical politi- 
cians are aware that the election is the im- 
portant feature of a campaign. It is not 
known that Matthews wants to make a race 
for his health; of course it Is suspected, bu 
Matthews has not made such an admission 
so far.
